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IN SAN BERNARDINO 


‘Recreational Park’ Hearing Set

Next Thursday afternoon a re- 
quest to establish a “‘recreation- 
al park’’ on the north side of 
26th Street, west of Baldy Road 
and east of the Los Angeles - 
San Bernardino County line just 
north of San Antonio Dam will 
again be heard by the county 
planning commission, 

Although the issues concern- 
ing the ‘‘recreational park’’ were 
only “‘hot’’ during the summer 
months, the plans were first 
placed on file with the county 
Dec, 20, 1971, Barraged by ob- 
jections from residents and wa- 
ter district officials, the San 
Bernardino County Planning 
Commission unanimously re- 
jected the proposal during a well 
attended public hearing Aug, 10, 
After hearing over an hour of 
testimony opposing the amuse- 
ment facility, the planning com- 
missioners on a motion by Com- 
missioner John W, Littleton de- 
nied the plans as being ‘“‘pre- 
mature,”’ 

Within days after interested 
parties received first notice of 
the hearing, San Antonio Heights 
residents alerted friends and 
neighbors and began firming up 
protests. A bus was even char- 
tered by the group to transport 
concerned residents to the Plan- 
ning Commission hearing, 

Proponents of the park plan 
are Jim Spears, who manages 
Fence Craft of Upland, and Don 
Magub, Claremont patrol offi- 
cer, Walter Nollac, a civil en- 
gineer representing the park’s 
developers, filed an appeal af- 
ter the planning commission 
hearing. On Sept, 26, 1972, the 
Board of Supervisors unanimous- 
ly and forcefully denied the ap- 
peal by Spears and Magubtocon- 
struct the proposed recreational 
facility behind the dam, 

Original plans for the pro- 
posed 125-acre facility included 
model airplane flying, an arch- 
ery range, horse stables, trail 
bike riding, fishing, swimming, 
snack huts, and others, At the 
last Upland Council meeting City 
Manager Elwin “‘Pinky’’ Alder 
said Spears and Magub have now 
eliminated motorcycle trails and 
model airplane flying from the 
plans, 

Residents of the area com- 
plained that if the park was built, 
there would be noise and dust 
from off-road vehicles, possible 
contamination of the underground 
water table and excessive traffic 
on weekends, Five hundred fifty- 
two residents signed a petition 
protesting the development and 
turned this in to the Board of Su- 
pervisors, 

Other organizations opposing 
the idea included water agencies, 
the Department of Health, the 
U. S. Forest Service, and adja- 
cent cities, During the planning 
commission hearing the concern 
of the San Antonio Water Co, and 
the City of Upland was vocalized 
by Upland Councilman Max Haw- 
kins, who explained the city did 
not oppose a recreational use but 
was concerned about city water 
well pollution, 

An overriding factor in the de- 
feat was the statement by Alex- 
ander R, Tobin of Upland, repre- 


senting the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District. He explained that 
Directvis opposed the plan and 
had hoped to use the area to 
spread Feather River water into 
the underground basin from the 
Rialto Reach pipeline, 

James Van Wagner, manager of 
the City of Pomona’s Water Dept, 
and vice president of the Pomona 
Valley Protective Association 
which oversees some uses of the 
water presently behind the dam, 
supported Tobin’s statements, 

THe City of Claremont also 
registered complaints about the 
noise, dust and water pollution 
and the fire hazard, 

Six months have passed since 
the Supervisors defeated the pro- 
posal, Spears and Magubclaimed 
they’d keep resubmitting plans to 
the Planning Department “‘until 


they passed it.’’ The federal gov- 
ernment (Corps of Engineers) 
supposedly offered to lease the 
unused land to the City of Upland 
and to the county for recreational 
purposes before being offered to 
private developers. 

The lasttime the issue was dis- 
cussed at the county, Councilman 
Max Hawkins said that when the 
land was offered to the city “‘We 
had no funds at that time to use 
ag 

At the last Council meeting the 
park was again discussed -- and 
Hawkins state firmly;‘‘We can’t 
keep having this come up every 
six months,’’ Council agreed to 
vigorously oppose the plan andto 
investigate further the possibility 
of having the city take the land 
over, 


Cable Airport Expansion 
Approved Here By City 


The Upland Planning Commis- 
sion recently approved a zone 
change that allows a 40-acre area 
located adjacent to Cable Air- 
port to be zoned light manufac- 
turing (M-1 classification), 

Conflicting views were aired at 
the public hearing. A small group 
of homeowners protested the 
manufacturing zone, claiming in- 
dustrial development would bring 
truck and other traffic to resi- 
dential areas west of Mountain 
Ave. Also, this same residential 
area would suffer economic and 
social deterioration because of 
the manufacturing zone, one 
homeowner told the planners, 

On the pro side of the discu3- 
sion, the Airport Task Force 
Committee of the Upland Cham-

Monday was the deadline for

ber of Commerce, recommended 
the zone change to M-1, Spokes- 
men said the city is losing needed 
tax dollars because of manufac- 
turing zone, 

There was .disagreement be~ 
tween owners of Cable Airport 
and Upland City Staff. Dewey and 
Paul Cable warned that the 1,000 
foot ‘‘clear zone’’ for the airport 
would soon be insufficient be- 
cause of anticipated airport 
growth and expected legislation 
to extend the clear zone require- 
ments. (The clear zone is unde- 
veloped land that lies under the 
approach pattern to the airport.) 
Airport Owners requested that a 
eO acre area portion of a city 
owned lot be included inthe clear 
zone, City administration main- 
tained that Federal Aviation 
Agency regulations only require 
a 1,000-foot clear zone, 

rhe planners took acomprome 
ise position in relation to the 
clear zone question, 

A covenant added to the zone 
change approval specified that 
the .6 acre area, although re- 
zoned to M-1 (Light manufac- 
turing), could be reserved to 
parking, a storage area or oth- 
er development, Since the .6 acre 
is adjacent to a proposed city 
park, the covenant will add an- 
other 600 to 700 feet to the clear 
zone, 

Phil Segal, who described him- 
self as a Nancy Court homeowne- 
er, was the most vocal opponent 
to the manufacturing zone, “‘I be- 
lieve placing a M-1 (light manu- 
facturing) zone in this area at 
this time will change the entire 
neighborhood,”’ he said. 

Segal asked the commission- 
ers to “consider a park, golf 
course or any other recreation 
area for the proposed manufac- 
turing zone, The commissioners, 
however, noted how previous 
plans for a golf course had not 
materialized because of eco- 
nomic difficulties, 

_ Commissioner JerryL.Morris, 
in reply to Segal’s comments, 
Said it appeared that the area 
could not be developed as a park 
or even a research and develop- 
ment area, as it is now zoned, 
But Morris said he shared the 
homeowner's fears that manu- 
facturing would be extended be- 
yond a city owned buffer zone to 
an area closer to Mountain Ave, 

I hope the city honors this 
(concern on the part of homeown- 
ers) and not make it necessary 
for residents to come back here 
to fight this at a future date,’’ 

The commissioners recom- 
mended that the City Council es- 
tablish a light manufacturing zone 
for the area on the east side of 
Benson Ave, between 15th and 
13th Sts. A city park would run 
along 14th St, in the manufactur- 
ing area, thus cutting the indus- 
trial zone in half and prevent- 
ing trucks and other traffic from 
using l4th St. for access to 
Mountain Ave, 

The manufacturing zone would 
allow industry similar to that now 
found in the Ninth Sereet Indus- 
trial Park in Upland, The manu- 
facturing zone would allow light 
assembly type operations like 
machine shops, assembly shops 
and other more detailed type 
manufacturing.

Smog Monitoring Station Opens 


After much talk and delibera- 
tions for the past two years, Up- 
land at last has an ‘‘operational”’ 
air monitory station located 
above the Upland Recreation De- 
partment offices in the city’s old 
firehouse, 

The station was one of twonew 
ambient air quality monitoring 
stations officially opened last 
week, County Supervisors Daniel 
D. Mikesell of the Second Dis 
trict and Ruben 5S, Ayala of the 
Fourth District, took part in the 
opening ceremonies at Upland 
and Chino, They said the new 
facilities will provide additional 
information about air quality in 
the West End and how it com- 
pares with ambient air quality 
standards set by the state, 

The two fully-equipped stations 
cost an estimated $15,000a piece 


Housing Tract 
Comes Under 
Fire Here 


At its last meeting Upland City 
Council voted to make known 
its displeasure with Del McDane 
jels of C & M Homes of Ontario 
for failure to protect the prop- 
erty adjacent to his housing tract 
south of 15th St., east of Third 
Ave, 

During a previous council 
meeting Councilman Max Hawke 
ins said he felt a block wall 
should be requested by the de-~ 
veloper for the full length of 
two lots adjacent to the housing 
tract, It was agreed that the 
City attorney would investigate 
the situation, At the last coun- 
cil meeting, the majority of the 
council also agreed it was dis- 
pleased with McDaniels for fail- 
ing to comply with the council’s 
wishes that a wall be built to 
prevem erosion into the neigh- 
boring property. 

The council received com- 
plains from Alice Rogera, 1448 
N, Francis Ave,, that the altered 
gems from the housing tract 

causing mud problems in her 
yard, Councilman Harold Ballin 
was the only member to vote 
against notifying Mc Daniels of the 
council’s displeasure, Bailinal- 
80 made the suggestion that the 
City Engineer’s staff should be 
sure ali proposed lots on new 
developments slope to the front 
and should catch mistakes such 
as occurred in this instance in the 
beginning, 


and operate 24 hours per day, The 
Air Pollution Control District 
maintains monitoring stations 
throughout populated areas of 
the county with major stationa in 
Redland: and San Bernardino 
along with small installationg in 
Barstow, Big Bear Lake, Crest- 
line, Fontana, Lucerne Valley, 
Needles, Twentynine Palma and 
Victorville, f 

The Upland station will com- 
plete a network of monitoring 
stations in the Weat End, Sta- 
tions will operate in Pomona, 
Chino and Fontana, Eventually, 
all the stations will be connect- 
ed with a main control station in 
San Bernardino via a tele-com- 
munications hookup, 

rhe extensive equipment atthe 
new stations measures oxidants, 
largely a result of automobile 
emigsiong and a major cause of 
amog; nitric oxides, 4 result of 
both auto and industrial emis- 
sions and also a major Cause of 
smog; Carbon monoxide, caused 
almost totally by automobiles 
and capable of creating a threat 
to public health; and particular 
contaminants such as dust and 
other suspended material, 

In addition, the monitoring 
station equipment also meagures 
wind direction and speed to de- 
termine the movement of air con- 
taminants, 


rhe firgt resolution of the Up- 
land Environmental Committee 
urging inetallation of the amog 
station was dated Nov,, 1971, 
Theo Nowak, chairman of the 
committee, hae sald, ‘‘It's been 
quite a struggle to get the mon- 
itoring station in here,’’ 

He said that several years 
ago a private test of pollutants 
in the foothill area of the city 
revealed that amog levels had 
reached very near the danger 
point, 

On the recommendation of the 
environmental committee, the 
Upland City Council last year 
passed a regolution asking the 
county Board of Supervisors to 
have the Air Pollution Control 
District ingtall a smog monitor- 
ing station in the city, 

‘We felt rules set by the 
Board of Supervisors required 
we know what the alr conditions 
are in Upland,”’ Nowak sald, 

It is hoped the city will now 
be notified when smog levels 
reach the ‘‘smog alert’ stage, 
Residents and committee mem- 
bers are also interested in get- 
ting a second station in the foot- 
hills area of Upland since there's 
evidence that heavy concentra- 
tions of pollutants accumulate 
against the foothille rather than 
dispersing throughout the valley, 


Upland Joins 40 Cities 
In Law Suit-Tax Fight 


The Upland City Council has 
voted to join 40 other Califor- 
nia cities in a law suit challeng- 
ing the present method of sales 
tax apportionment, 

The council voted unani- 
mously to support the resolu- 
tion after City Attorney Don- 
ald E, Maroney’s presentation 
concerning the potential success 
of the suit, ‘I believe that the 
lawsuit has a better than 50-50 
chance at succeeding with 
the present complexion of the 
Supremé Court,’’ Maroney told 
the council, 

He said he’s conferred with the 
legal advisor for the City of 
Baldwin Park, the initiator of the 
sult, and learned that the suit 
will be based on the landmark 
Serrano vs, Priest Supreme 
Court decision, 

In that case, the court ruled 
the California’s property tax sys 
tem of financing public educa- 
tion was illegal because this tax 


distribution method discrimina- 
ted againat poor citles, 

‘‘The contention of the law~ 
sult will be that the (sales) tax 
should be distributed on the bae 
sis of population, ,.,"" Maroney 
said, 

The sult will seek to prove 
that the present sales tax dis 
tribution method violates the 
equal protection clause of the 
14th amendment by using an are 
bitrary and unreasonable ba- 
sis for returning the tax, 

On a percapita scale, Upland 
would have received $24.97 per 
person in 1971 sales tax revenue 
if population was the determining 
factor in the distribution of the 
tax, But, under the present 
system the city received $14,95 
in sales tax money per resident 
in 1971, Maroney said, 

Upland will pay approximately 
$1,000, or three cents per per- 
son to join in the law suit,

Au said it is one way for the 
church to help a group grow in 
responsibility, One church mem- 
ber said about the program; 

““One of the most potent tools 
for molding experience and per- 
ception into its richest combin-

The New Community formed 


in October, Since then they've 
raised about half of the needed

have been sponsored by the group, 
At Christmas they sold Christ- 
Mas trees and greens in a lot in 
Upland and they ve held plays and 
movies to raise money, They re- 
cently opened an Ecoloev Center 
at the corner of Second Ave. and 
Stowell St, in Upland (next to Rugg 
Lumber Co,), The collection cen- 
ter for newspaper, aluminum 
cans and glass is open for dona- 
tions from the public, Rugg Lum- 
ber Co, donates the loan of trucks 
and fork lift so the trash can be 
delivered to recycling centers, 

A Pancake Breakfast will be 
held Easter Sunday morning at 
7 a.m, in Fellowship Hall at the 
church toraise funds, Every week 
the group visits Upland Convales- 
cent Home for a devotional ser- 
vice with the residents, 

In addition to raising the gen- 
eral funds for the Europeantrip, 
the group is working to raise ap- 
proximately $550 for Wynne An- 
dreas, a 19 year old Chaffey Col- 
lege student, who is crippled and 
was born with a spinal defect, 
Andreas, who Lives alone, is sup- 
ported by disability benefits -- 
not enough money to pay his way 
to Europe, 

Au said, “‘We’re trying to raise 
enough money to see that Wynne 
gets to go with us to Europe this 
summer Au pointed out the New 
Cc ‘ommunity members can work to 
r aise their own money, but Wynne 
can’t, 

If there are any extra funds 
raised for Wynne they would be 
the foundation for an ongoing 
fund for handicapped youth, Pub- 
lic donations for Wynne would be 
a gesture of local good-will, Do- 
nations for the crippled youth’s 
trip may be sent to the Upland 
First Presbyterian Church, 869 
N, Euclid Ave,, Upland 91786, Au 
emphasized, “All money raised 
specifically for Wynne that isn’t 
used will stay in a fund for assist- 
ing handicapped youth in relation 
to our youth programs here,”’ 

Lisa Griffin, a member of the 
New Community, said this about 
the unique group; “‘Our group is 
fortified with eight essential vit- 
amins; he Iping, unders standing, 
sharing, kindness, giving, lov ing, 
forgiveness and responsibility, 
Will it change the world? Maybe 
not, but it can’t hurt if a few of 
these vitamins are added,

Vote ‘Yes’ On Bond 
Election, Urges TBE 


A crusade is underway in the 
Cucamonga School District to 
convince registered voters to 
vote ‘‘yes’’ ona school band elec- 
tion April 17, 

A group of concerned Cuca- 
monga residents formed a citi- 
zen action organization called 
“Taxpayers for Better Educa- 
tien’’ to rally support for the 
passage of the $1.7 million school 
bond election, Last week the or- 
ganization sponsored an informa- 


tional public meeting at Cuca- 
monga School, 8677 Archibald 
Ave, in Cucamonga, A group af 


about 25 residents turned out at 
the meeting which featured Ray 
Trujillo, superintendent, 

Trujillo explained the 
reasons behind the bond elec- 
tion; double sessions at both 
schools -- Los Amigos Junior 
High, 8646 Baker Ave,, and Cu- 
camonga Elementary; and the 
construction of additional hous- 
ing tracts in the district, He 
fielded a variety of queations 
concerning housing the additional 
children coming into the district 
and discussed the various pos- 
sible alternatives, 

The organization set up “‘task 
force’’ subcommittees to canvass 
the voters in the district before 
election and to inform the com- 
munity of the need to pass the 
bond election, 

Trujillo said the immediate 
plan if the bond election passes 
is to Construct a new junior high 
and return Los Amigos to its 
original use as an elementary 
school, He explained that it was 
constructed in 1957 as a primary 
grade school and was converted 
into a junior high ten years ago, 
rhe conversion came then be- 
cause of a ‘crowding situation,”’ 
Prujillo said, 

a explained that the school is 

inappropriate for a junior 
high Los Amigos does not lend 
itself to junior high curriculum, 
he said, It has no showers and 


basic 


lockers normaliy found in junior 
high echools and ita playing fields 
are inadequate, 

Trujillo said the diatrict’s 
problem now “‘is double seasiona 
from kindergarten through sixth 
grade . . . ani new housing,” 

He pointed out that 232 homes 
are going to be built at the corner 
of Arrow Hwy, and Turner Ave,, 
35 are coming in at Arrow and 
Baker Ave, and there’s also an 
additional tract under develop- 
ment at Roche ster Ave, and Foot- 
hill Bivd, 

Concerning coat, Trujillo out- 
lined what the bond will cost the 
taxPayer in the district, “If a 
family’s home is worth $10,000, 
it will cost about $7.25 a year, 
A home valued at $16,000 would 
tack on $11,006 in annual taxea, 
and a $20,000 home would add 
$14.50 in taxes, For a $25,000 
hone, the bond would mean an rad= 
dittonal $18,135 per year,”” 

Trujillo added, ‘‘ When you look 
at the annual coat, it's not really 
that much,"” He be lieve s the (ax- 
payers in the district will ap- 
proVe the bond, 

Trujillo Heted three alterna- 
tives next achool year if the bond 
doesn't pasa;

Nothing provides those bril- 
liant splashes of garden color as 
surely as annuals and now that 
the professional growers have 
made it 80 easy, all you have 
to do is set out ready-to-go 
bedding plants, 

Properly selected and planted, 
these generous plants provide 
garden color, and flowers for in- 
door arrangements, all summer 
and fall--and some will even 
brighten-up part of this spring, 
advises the California Associa 
tion of Nurserymen, 

There are afewconsiderations 
when you plan your color plante 
ings, First, mass them, Plant 
plenty of the same flower to make 
a showing.
